GENEVA (Reuters) — African delegates walked 
out of the 102-nation conference of the International 
Labor Organization Saturday when government and 
employers’ delegates from South Africa were called 
to the rostrum to speak. 

The Africans returned to the ILO conference 
only after Daniel Geyser, South African government 
delegate, and William Hamilton, employers' delegate, 
had made their policy speeches. 

One African delegate said the walkout was not co¬ 
ordinated, "it was a spontaneous demonstration," 
against the South African government's racial discrimi¬ 
nation policies. 

He said It reflected last year's 
conference controversy when 
Sooth Africa was requested to 
withdraw from the ILO but re¬ 
fused. 

LEAVE ONE BT ONE 
While Geyser was speaking, 
the benches which emptied in¬ 
cluded those of Chad. Daho¬ 
mey. Ghana. Mali, Morocco, 
Nigeria and Toco. Toward the 
end of Hamilton's speech, there 
was not one African deiefate in 
the hall. 

WORLD ANXIETY 
Geyser said South Africa was 
aware of world anxiety to ease 
race relation problems wher¬ 
ever they occur. 

‘*It la busy creating a pattern 
which will allow each person in 
South Africa security, advance¬ 
ment and the natural light to 
be himself," he said. 

■AYE SAME RlfiHT 
"We ask no more and no less 
than that right, and we are 
equally prepared to grant that 
the black races of South Africa 
have the same right. Through¬ 
out Africa today African peoples 
are claiming the right to ex¬ 
press their personality and na¬ 
tionhood." 

DESPITE REMARK* 

Hamilton told the conference: 
"We have enjoyed friendship: 
of ihe ILO since its Inception! 
and we intend to retain mem 
brrahip despite the remarks of 
one or two countries that have 
only just come of age and. per-| 
haps, allow emotion to away 
their judgments."

Nkrumah’s Ethics 


PRESIDENT KWAME NKRUMAH of Ghana has 

called for a new code of international morality, 
which among other things would bring about disarm¬ 
ament, an end to colonialism and agreement among 
the great powers to “disengage themselves from 
Africa." 

The expression of such lofty ideals would have 
come better from someone else. From Dr. Nkrumah 
—who has to securely established himself as one of 
the most unethical heads of state this side of the Iron 
curtain—it rings too falsely. 

Even as he prates so nobly about morality in 
others, his own dictatorial policies are threatening to 
blow up in his face. Not only are his fellow Ghana¬ 
ians—at long last driven to the end of their endurance 
by his suppressive policies and Hitler-God complex— 
threatening to rid themselves of him, but he is facing 
war with Togo and Intervention by Nigeria. 

The Togo-Ghana dispute has arisen over Dr. 
Nkrumah's demand that the two states integrate un¬ 
der his rule. The Togo government has rejected the 
proposal, an attitude which has infuriated the Ghana 
dictator who sees Togo as his first conquest in attain¬ 
ing his ultimate-goal of uniting all Africa south of 
the Sahara under his leadership. 

Attempting to use a show of force to persuade 
Togo to his way of thinking. Dr. Nkrumah has massed 
troops along the Togo border. However, Instead of 
meekly surrendering. Togo has answered the gesture 
in kind <ind dispatched all available armed govern¬ 
ment forces to face the threat. 

At the present time both sides are doing little 
else but glare at each other across the border—but a 
word or a wrong gesture from either leader could 
result in violence. 

Nigeria, Ghana’s large neighbor to the south, has 
also warned Dr. Nkrumah to stop his interference in 
her internal affairs. Tired of the continual stream of 
subversive propaganda pouring into his country from 
Dr. Nkrumah's headquarters, the Nigerian premier 
has told the dictator that if it does not stop he will 
act forcefully and quickly. 

Nor has Dr. Nkrumah restricted his activities to 
his near neighbors. It was he who precipitated the 
UN debate on Southern Rhodesia and then failed to 
provide tho facts to bolster his accusations—much to 
the embarrassment of the other Afro-Asian members 
who had supported the move. 

These items are Just part of the long record of 
misdeeds perpetrated by Africa’s Number One trou¬ 
ble-maker, Undoubtedly events sre shaping quickly 
which will bring about his come-uppance. In the 
meantime it is a pity that he should be allowed to 
bring dishonor upon the term ■■morality” by even

annually for charitable grants. 

Most of the time since then, council's interpreta¬ 
tion of that vote has been that $25,000 is the sum 
to be divided each year among numerous organiza¬ 
tions applying for civic grants, few of them distinctly 
charitable in nature and some—such as the symphony 
society and art gallery, for instance—having no as¬ 
pect of charily. 

One cannot say with assurance that council has 
been wrong in this understanding of the electors' 
wishes, for a grant to any worthy organization that 
needs money can be deemed charitable. Bui whether 
the aldermen should feel so constricted by the results 
of the 1953 referendum in which the question was so 
vaguely worded is open to question. 

Twenty-five thousand dollars in 1962 is not the 
tame sum of money It was nearly a decade ago: it 
spreads much thinner, but by the same token the 
taxpayers as a whole can more easily afford it Nor 
is this the only circumstance that has changed. The 
citizenry Itself undoubtedly has altered. So perhaps 
have views on the desirability of council making 
grants which can be taken by some taxpayers—be¬ 
cause of the rather misleading “charitable” label—as 
an excuse front personal responsibility for charity.

Apple Tree Pooped! 


By M. V. (HESNIT FRHS 

■ LOSNOHI/JM APPIX TKEE— 

(N.E.O'K.. Sidney). The rruon why 
your apple tree bore auch a thin 
acattering of bloaaoms this spring is 
because of the extremely heavy crop 
it ripened last summer. Your tree 
was completely pooped after such a 
strain and h Just didn't have the 
energy to prepare its blossom buds 
for this year. 

Unfortunately, this akip-a-year or 
biennial bearing can get to be a 
regular habit and one difficult to 
break. After your tree's enforced rest 
this year it will be raring to go and 
will probably produce another too- 
heavy crop in 1963. with the whole 
cycle repeating Itself. 

Better feed your tree generously 
this year and thin the crop drastically 
next time it has an "on" year, reduc¬ 
ing the fruit to one apple per cluster 
before they gel to be as big as 
marbles. 

MOl'I.DY STBAWBFRRIFS - 

(L.M . Cordova Bayi. The dirty grey 
mould on your fruit is mildrw I’m 
afraid it Is too latr now to do any¬ 
thing about this season's crop, but 


at least you can prevent a recurrence 
in future years. 

As soon as cropping is finished, 
clip all the foliage off close to the 
ground, rake it up and be sure to 
burn it. As noon as new leaves 
appear, spray with a mixture of cap- 
tan and wet table sulphur, two table¬ 
spoons of captan and four of sulphur 
per gallon of water. Next spring use 
the same spray, starting In early 
April and treating the plants every 
14 days until the fruit is swelling 
nicely. 

I think you'll be pleasantly sur¬ 
prised at the sparkle and clean 
appearance of the berries under this 
captan sulphur treatment.

It isn't an easy weed to clear 
from the lawn, for It la resistant to 
ordinary 2.4-D weedkiller. I have 
had fair success by watering it with

woody or shrubby undergrowth. Sev¬ 
eral treatments may be necessary be¬ 
fore It la completely under control. 
Or you might try the new Killex 
weedkiller, which la supposed to take 
out a lot of weeds which have 
hitherto been resistant to chemical 
treatment.

In commercial nurseries, these 
trees are transplanted every year nr 
no. thereby compelling them lo make 
a mass df>hort fibrous roots InsL-ad 
of a lap root. Such tree* can he dug 
up. sold and planted with very little 
link.

Wrecks Out of Bounds 


Although I’ve had occasion 
to become Involved with th* 
intricacies of the salvage laws 
in the past. I never fully rea¬ 
lised how tough th«F can be 
until I received /a letter 
recently from tha Receiver of 
Wrecks. 

Replying to a request for 
permission to salvage the 
motor vessel Gulf Stream 
which had been wrecked on 
Dinner Rock In 1947. hi* totter 
pointed out the penalties for 
falling to comply with the 
regulations outlined in the 
Canada Shipping Act. 

ITIFF FINE 

If any person who has taken 
p ot s *t alon of a wreck with¬ 
out reasonable cause, falls to 
oomply with the regulations 
laid down in the act. he is 
liable to a fine of double the 
value of the wreck and forfeit* 
all right to claim salvage with 
relation to the wreck. Th* 
length of time that has elapsed 
since the sinking of the vessel 
has nothing at all to do with 
the situation, he said. 

FIN E UNDERSTOOD 

I'm not quite sur* what 
"reasonable cause" could mean 
except in the case where the 
wreck le a shipping hazard, 
but I fully understand the 
implications of "fine of double 
the value ef th* wreck." 

He went on to point out that 
permission to salvage must be 
obtained from th* ship's

owner, who. in th* case where p 
insurance dal ms have baan a 
paid, la tha underwriter. * 

In further research into the 
law*. I found that even the a 
professional salvor, assisting a t 
vessel In distress, is extremely n 
cautious about obtaining writ- « 
ten permission to salvage be- s 
fore putting a line an tha ship. 

In moat eases, he demands t 
contract called Lloyd's Open li 
Form. 

The LOT. contract is essen¬ 
tially a No cure—No pay ar¬ 
rangement. but If the salvager 
Is successful, the rewards are 
high. 

SALVAGE BRIEFS 

Even when the contract has 
been legally signed and the 
Job completed, the complexity 
of the salvage laws are re¬ 
vealed In the requirement that 
both parties prepare "salvage 
briefs" 

The brief* describe the sal¬ 
vage operation In minute de¬ 
tail: the salvor emphasizing 
th* difficulties involved and 
th« owner attempting to mini¬ 
mize th* problems. After both 
aides have seen the other’s 
brief, they are presented to an 
arbitrator who determines the 
size of tho award. If either 


party is dissatisfied, he may 
appeal to a higher arbitrator 
whoso decision Is final. 

While auch a procedure may 
appear cumbersome In the ex¬ 
treme, the rewards offered 
tqgke the procedure well 
worth while end protect* the 
shipowner at the same time. 

However, the diver wifhlng 
to undertake a small reclaim 
lng Job. would be well ad¬ 


vised to buy the vessel or ob¬ 
ject outright from Its owner.. 
Short cuts, on the other hand, 
like working on the assump-| 
Won that no one cares, or 
word of mouth permission' 
I should be avoided. 

Remember the clause, “Fine' 
of double the value of the 
wreck."

In July, 1945. five men gath¬ 
ered in an Oak Bay home to 
pledge themselves to foBow 
the 12 steps to sobriety and to 
help other “alkies" to free¬ 
dom. 

Their attempts lo help 
others In those early daya were 
by trial and error. One remedy 
soon abandoned was to answer 
a call for help equipped with 
a bottle, in order to keep the 
prospective AA talking. 

But “alkies" soon caught on. 
and when liquor supplies ran 


out al 3 am. they would call 
AA for a Tee drink. 

Sadder and wiser. AA mem¬ 
bers abandoned the bottle as 
standard equipment. 

By New Years Day. 1946. 
there were 16 members. AA 
moved downtown to a rented 
office. 

From these beginnings. AA 
has spread throughout Van¬ 
couver Island, and there are 
now 13 active groups In the 
Victoria ar*a. 

Contrary to public opinion, 
most alcoholics are not down- 
and-outera. Less than three 
per cent of alcoholics are on 
skid road.

Fully supported by member 
contributions, AA does not 
solicit or accept funds hom 
outside sources. Not a religious 
or temperance movement. It 
does recognize a greater power 
and the simple fact that for Its 
members, one drink is too 
many.

The first ship to sail up the !/. Lair- 
rente reaches Montreal about the first 
of April. Her master is presented with 
a gold-headed cane and he brings crerlit 
and profit to his company.

In 1928 I sailed from Hali¬ 
fax on July 7 in the thrw- 
masted schooner Mono carry¬ 
ing men and materials of the 
Dominion Explorers’ expedi¬ 
tion to Hudson B We made 
the first pi. . ge of the year 
through Belle Isle in company 
with the liner Duche« of 
Bedford. 

We saw our first iceberg 
just beyond and ran into a 
low, thin fog, created by the 
warm land wind over the icy 
sea. Visibility was nil from the 
deck, but in the crow’s nest one 
was in bright sunshine and the 
funnels and masts of the Bed¬ 
ford could be seen projecting 
above the fog bank. 

Our skipper, Captain John Ran¬ 
dall. had -vailed to Hudson Bay and 
knew condition* to be met in the 
early season.- The stream ol Ice¬ 
berg ■ and pan ice carried by the 
Arctic current southward holds off 
The Labrador, spreading and 
swinging eastward north of New¬ 
foundland. One must decide 
whether to pass between the ice 
and the coast or take the open see 
outside (he ice. Although the ice 
stream la (airly well defined, winds 
and current cause some scattering. 
Icebergs driven toward the coast 
are stranded on the rmptrallvdy 
shallow continental shelf and in 
addition there are reels, some un¬ 
charted. 

The outer border of the Ice 
stream la more ragged as the 
berg! scalier betorv disintegrat¬ 
ing in the sa warmed by the Gulf 
Stream. I 

The ice stream la made up of 
"floes," new ice of the past winter; 
rafter ice which may be a year or 
more old and icebergs, mmazsm 
broken off from glaciers on the 
A relic islands. These vary from 
new ones, great rectangular 
blocks, to veterans which may 
have taken years to work their

way through the islands. Unly one- 
tenlh of the mass is above water 
and this is olten weathered into 
fantastic shapes, sometimes very 
beautiful, with pinnacles and cre¬ 
vasses and wilh streams dashing 
down the slopes and plunging over 
precipices. Sunlight brings out a 
variety of cotars from green to 
deep blue, and sets thin, translu¬ 
cent edges sparkling. 

As melting proceed*. centres of 
gravity change causing the berg 
to turn to adjust itself. Thia 
causes grre* commotion in the 
sea about it. 

Urge masses often bleak off. 
These are called calves if showing 
above water and growirr* if 
awash. To hit one is as danger¬ 
ous as striking a reef. 

To a passenger m a liner, the 
sight of an iceberg is an interest¬ 
ing event; for us for 700 miles, 
they were our coiuianl compan¬ 
ion*. more than 100 one day. and 
the pattern was always changing. 

The Labrador had been de¬ 
scribed by Cartier as "the land God 
gave Cain." It is rugged rising 
steeply up to 7,000 feet. At this 
season, its upper slope* were 
streaked with snow and often 
wreathed with mists. 

The bold headland. Cape Chid- 
ley. marks the southern entrance 
to Hudson Straits. 

We were two weeks earlier than 
the accepted late to enter Hudson 
Straits and we found that a stream 
of heavy lee war. discharging from 
the straits and joining that from 
Baffin Bay. The ice was too heavy 
even for the- sturdy oak hull of 
the Mar We were trapped be¬ 
tween the rugsed mass of Chidley 
and the equally formidable ice 
stream. 

Captain Ramis it had a solution. 
There is a narrow passage between 
Oddity and a group of low. rocky 
is land;,, the Buttons. Tides rush 
through this with great velocity 
and H is seldom used except in 
the late summer. He had noticed 
that little Ice was-cart led out by 
the ebb tide and decided to enter 
with the flood, hoping to find 
loose lev in Ungava Bay.

We made the passage and found 
N-iik through which we niched 
ice-free water at the Buifmland 
roast. We took bumps Ion ng our 
passage that no ordinary cargo 
boat could stand. This was the 
las) ire wr saw that season in the 
Straits or Hudson Bay. 

However one cannot judge ice 
conditions from one seasons ex¬ 
perience. Next summer, the Morso 
was in command of Captain Mack 
who had 25 years' experience of 
Arctic waters. If 1928 had been a 
imi of comparatively liltk- ice. *29 
was a bad one and wc found con* 
dlttans very different. 

Caplaln Mack choae the outside 
passage and entering the straits 
by the north. When wr reached 
Balfiniand wr found the straits 
completely blocked. Three times 
we attempted to enter only to be 
earned oat with the kr pack. In 
the straits and Hudaoti Bay, drift¬ 
ing fields of old ice were encoun¬ 
tered even late In August that year. 

The Hudson Bay Railway to 
Churchill and the short passage to 
Europe had been a dream of the 
Western fanner*. But they were 
not sailors and little was known 
of the navigation problems of the 
Hudson Bay route, especially Ice 
conditions. Since th«- route has 
hero operated com m e r c i ally, the 
factors controlling it have been 
learned. The mosi important of 
these la the Ice of Hudson Bay and 
from Baffin Bay. The seas on It 
abort August, September snd Oc¬ 
tober Risks isnd insurance) are 
high. 

The seasonal episodes of fresh¬ 
water ice. its formation and dis¬ 
ruption. are so regular that they 
We) be predicted with reasonable 


accuracy. But sea Ice is ritffeient. 
In the Arctic and Hudson Bay. ex¬ 
cept for shore-fast Ice, ice is al¬ 
ways in motion with wind, tides 
and currents which musics it un¬ 
predictable from year to year snd 
even during one season except in 
brood genertllrsHons such as the 
ice stream off the Labrador. 

The Arctic current Hows in a 
definite couisc. southeasterly. 
ing itself in the soul hern -a-a, 
wanned by the Gulf Stream. 

■Today, the mailnei sailing these 
northern waters has Ihc assistance 
of wire lev- connection with land 
siations which report ice condi¬ 
tions as observed by airplanes, of 
radar which reveals ice hu/urila, 
supplemented by systematic "ice 
patrols" and of the dally weather 
reports and sometimes Icebi rak¬ 
ers.

Branding rattle is nothing new. 
They used to do it at lea»t 2,000 
years before Christ in a orient 
Egypt. There are paintings on the 
walls of the age-old tomb- -lin ing 
rattle elearly branded, usually a 
simple hieroglyphic, sometimes 
the name of the owner, sometimes 
the name of the god under whose 
protertion the rattle were, surh as 
Ka or Bes. There are mn tomb 
paintings showing the actual ael of 
branding cattle and, exeept for the 
fart that the men are i lad in a linen 
kilt and are bareheaded, instead of 
wearing a Stetson and a pair of 
rhaps, the scene might I t on any 
British Columbia cattle ranch.

Now, that's where our troubles.begin. Whm 
we speak of the "earliest recorded brand." do 
we mean the first brand oi which we hate any 
mention or record, or do we mean "ofnciuuy 
recorded" with the government bland record¬ 
er? While it is mil compulsory to bland any 
an>mal. if one is to lie branded the brand must 
be recorded In the brand register and that 
brand constitutes ptlma facie and legal evi¬ 
dence of owm-rship. It was In 1st,9 that Ihe 
registration of brands first became compul¬ 
sory, but there arc dozens of brands that were 
In use before then. 

J. K Lord in <us delightful book "At Home 
in Ihe Wilderness" has a lot to suv about brands 
and he mentions the fact that when he was 
working with the Boundary Commission, sur¬ 
veying the 49th parallel between Ihe State of 
Washington and British Columbia, "our com¬ 
mission brand was B.C. and the broad arrow." 
The B.C. obviously stands for the Boundary 
Commission and Ihe broad arrow marks the 
horse as government property. This was In 
1858. 

In 1982 the two Cornwall brothers were 
becoming well established In the magnificent 
cattle country at Ashcroft Manor and in Clem¬ 
ent Cornwall's diary an entry dated Decernler 
1962 says "horses all branded 82 on near hind- 
quarter." In February 1963 he aays "Facev's 
blind horse and HB chestnut all looking pretty 
well." and. on some undated pages at Ihe bark 
of the book, be haa drawings of a dozen or so 
different brands In use In the Ashcroft area in 
the early 1980a. Many of these may have been 
officially registered later. 

At first. It was the nearest government 
agent who recorded brands In a book kept for 
that purpose and he charged a fee of SO cents 
for each brand registered. When John Bowron 
was sgent at Barkervtlle he recorded m.-ny 
brands and used to paste the letters of anphea- 
tfon he received into the book alongside the 
official record, properly drawn and dated. The 
old book la still In the Provincial Archives, some 
of the applications scrawled awkwardly on 
lined pages lam from a pocket notebook, others 
on the printed letterhead of a mine or a store. 
Some have been written by a hand well used to 
the pen. but signed by another that evidently 
was not. There are letters from Indians and 
Chinese, men and women, priests and laity. 
The Rev. Fr. James Marla McGucken founded 
St. Joseph's Mission at the ISO Mile House on 
San Joae Creek In 1863. and his brand is show n 
here too! It was a circle with a har In It. sloping 
from nonhead to southwest. 

Although the recording of brands became 
compulsory In 1969, It was not until earlv 1K70 

anybody gat around to doing something 
about It. The first two brands recorded were 
the “JR" connected brand, on the right hip for 
I antlnued on Page 13 
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It was the Spaniards who first brought 
callle into North America. Ti'.ey ferried 
a small herd of Andalusian catves over 
from the island of Santo Don:.;igo, seven 
animals according to one rcjotl, In 1521, 
landing them in Mexico. Tt.cse calves 
would almost certainly be b. anded, but 
what the brand was we nwy never know. 
Tlic Moors of North Africa w.to occupied 
Spain from about 1100 to l.Vk would have 
introduced the practice of b tiding if it 
was not already common the.e. The 
first branding irons in the .New World 
wei-e those of Hernando Co: .ea, whose 
brand was a row of three crucifixes, the 
middle one a little larger th<:n the other 
two, representing the Trinity. 

Of course, the Pilgrim Fa 1» ■* and their 
sons and heirs were familiar unh branding. 
There la a record of a red ox b<. tied "A" on 
one hum on Long Island in 166' and of a horse 
.. branded "A" In East Hampton In 1667, and the 
chances arc that everybody who owned cattle 
in the thirteen original states had hls own 
brand. 

The first cattle In British (Vumbla were 
brought to Nootka Sound on Vancouver 
Island's west coast about 1790. They were 
owned by the Spanish and piesumably they 
took them away with them when the bland 
became British terirtory and they were obliged 
to withdraw. There is little doubt that Ihe rattle 
would be branded, but, once again, we may 
never know what that brand was. 

As early as 1814. the Astorian« In their fori 
st the mouth of the Columbia River had two 
bulls and two heifers, and by 1824. when a move 
was made to a new and better site farther up¬ 
stream at Fort Vancouver. Washington, these 
had increased to 31 head of cattle. By 1845, 
when the post was at the peak of its develop¬ 
ment. the records show that Fort Vancouver 
had 1.200 acres under cult"- alien. 702 horses. 
1,377 csttle, 1.581 hogs, and 1991 sheep, and 
that would be a good big farm even by today's 
standards. The horses and rattle were branded, 
of course, but nowhere In Dr. John MrLough- 
lin’s letters, and he wrote plenty of them, have 
I been able to find a description of the brand. 

Fori Langley, founded by the Hudson's Bay 
Company In 1827 about thirty miles east of 
Vancouver on the Fraser River, had cattle too, 
and undoubtedly they were h- nded. but there 
appears to be no record of the brand. Quite 
likely It was the Hudson's Tav Company's 
“IIBC" with the HB connectc* just as it ap- 


MRS. JEAN THOMPSON of (rslcllowrr 
Manor ho.us the Krunrl h MacKenxie branding 
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pears on their flag. So far, the earliest brand 
I have been able to find anywhere In Canada 
Is the "IT' brand, *or Tallow Trade, which was 
the mark of the ill-fated Tallow Association 
which had hoped lo make a fortune out of 
horns, hides, and tallow. This venture started 
In the Red River Settlement near what la now 
Winnipeg, but It went bankrupt in 1834. after a 
disastrous winter In which the ears, tails, and 
horns of some of the unfortunate beasts froze 
so badly that thev actually dropped off. 

Fort Victoria teems to have got Its first 
cattle In 1844, Just a year after the post was 
built. They were brought in from the Hudson's 
Bay Company's farm at Fort Nisqually. They 
were of the Mexican type with long legs and 
long horns tike a Texas steer. They are 
described as hsvlng been “wild and unmanage¬ 
able. When first turned loose from the 
steamer, with head and tail erect they darted 
hither and thither, and then plunged into the 
thicket and it was with no small difficulty that 
they were finally corralled and controlled." 

These beasts seem to have been built more 
for speed than for beef or milk, but things im¬ 
proved before long snd by 1847 Victoria had 
two dairies, each milking 70 cows twice a day. 
These must have been of better stock than the 
Mexican longhorns and were probably brought 
in from the east. The dairymen got 70 pounds 
of butter from each cow in a season. 

Craigflower Manor was built in 1853, or 
very shortly after, here in Victoria, and still 
_jtands. Cattle were raised on this farm and two 
of the old rattle brands are still to be seen 
there. One Is a single character "K" and the 
other 5KM ", both for Kenneth Mackenzie who

‘They Shall Not Pass’ Joffre’s Angry Pledge 


In her brilliant history of the events 
leading; up to the outbreak of the First 
World War. The Guns of Aiignt, Barbara 
Tuchman calls the Battle of the Marne 
“one of the decisite battles of the world, 
not because il deieimined that Germany 
would ultimately iose or the Allies would 
ul'imalety win the war, but because It de¬ 
termined that the war would go on." 

Robert Asprey’s cogent analysis of this 
five-day bottle reaches the same condu- 
ai-wt. 

The Germans began the Battle of the Marne 
expecting to finish the war In a week. Six days 
latei. they retreated, the battle ‘‘kavlng 
changed history as men thought to make It 
and war as men thought to fight IL" Thus In 
every sense the Marne qualifies as one of the 
climactic clashes of history. 

F-at the German* It meant the end of their 
headlong advance, long planned and swiftly 
executed, which in a month had taken them 
alnvrat to the gates of Paris. The Allies' feat 
In halting them in a last ditch atand'changed 
the character of the war from one of 
manoeuvre to one of attrition, destined to be 
fought In the trenches till the endurance of one 
combatant finally collapsed.

It meant 
a do-or-die effort for France. 

This was jhe battle In which French re- 
Infoprcmentj were transported to the front in 
a fleet of 6.000 tails. 

The losses on both sides were staggering. 
In the five days of fighting the French alone 
I s suffered a quarter million casualties and the 
Germans even more, plus the 15.000 priaorveis 
they left behind as they fell bark on the Aisne. 

Mr Asprey credits Marshal Joseph "Papa" 
Joffre for much of the French success. 

“He was not a great commander, but events 
made him so." 

The Marne gave the Allies the one thing 
they most needed short of victor) -time. 

It took more than one battle, however, or 
even one wav. to check the aspirations at the 
Germans. la 1940 they were back for another 
try. and this time there was no one to stop 
them at the Marne. J.B.

It was in this atmosphere that, toward Christ¬ 
mas of 1886. at the south end of Long Biidge 
stood Walter Akenhead's two storey wooden build¬ 
ing. the rear supported on piles over the water. 

The building accommodated two street level 
stores, with a hallway in the middle giving access 
t0 s * A Akenheads I,vln * quarters. Walter and his 
wile Anne had a nice little investment here, the 
store on the north side occupied by 35vearold 
George Milne, dealer In Oriental curio*. 'Onthe 
•oulh side 57 year old George Montgomery, who 
nmled from Bruce County, operated a grocery 
stole. 1 

It's with the tall and cadaverous Milne we re 
mostly concerned. Born and brought up In Edin¬ 
burgh. he was well educated but a bit queer 
With seemingly few real friends, his travels In 
the Far East had given him quite an Insight Into 
oriental art and mythology In the gloom of his 
lidewater shop, surrounded by temple gongs, 
»U Is of Samurai armor, and the figures of dia¬ 
bolically grimacing idols. It was easy to under¬ 
stand that local gissop linked him with the occult. 

One Item he seemed to value above all others 
In his shop was a figure of Kagu tsuchl. the fin- 
god In Japanese demonology. Of course in coal 
mining Nanaimo (here wasn't much call for 
items of this kind, but still Its mere possession 
seemed to give Milne a sense of comfort: and

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Firemen were of the opinion that the fire 
started in a cupboard in the rear of Milne's shoo 
and they smelt coal oil. Also (here was an empty 
two gallon can. 

The suspicions crystallxed into accusations, 
and the accusations into an inquest. If it sounds 
funny, that's what they did in those days. A 
coroner's Inquest for a suspect fire had been 
standard practice since Crown Colony "days. 

When the witnesses were heard, one other 
suspicious factor came to light. The quiet Orien¬ 
talist. George Milne, was the only one of the 
occupants with enough forethought to take out 
insurance. A *2.000 policy on his shops con¬ 
tents had been issued him a week before the 
file. 

The probing magistrate wanted details of 
MUnes stock and its value, and Milne put the 
greatest value on the contents of three large pack¬ 
ing cases delivered Just a few days before the fire. 
The trucker who delivered them was questioned 
and he said they seemed like empty cases. Milne 
couldn't quite recollect what was in the boxes 
for h's waybills and invoices were destroyed In 
the fire. 

Followed Ihen an adjournment to check the 
shipping company that handled the goods Seems 
they hadn't come to Nanaimo bv rati or ship. 

A check back to the CPR at Port Moody produced 
nothing. Finally came conflicting testimony when 
those around the Miners’ Exchange Hotel at the 
hour of the fire, failed to support Milne's alibi. 

Helping In the investigation was Nanaimo's 
*ole city police officer. 34 year-old Tom O Connell. 
Later he was the first chief of police.

ROAD OUT OF WALES 


One of the most interesting routes that I hare travelled in Britain tea* a journey through the 
mountains of W ale* to the end of the l.lelyn Penin*ula and thence to the Lake District by uray of the 
north roast and Chester. Such a route is not entirely free from its unpleasant itarls through the factory 
districts between Chester and l^ancaster, but you are soon through that and the beginning and end of the 


drire are well worth tlse trouble. 


We took this route when 
(nine tram the Midlands to 
stop at a little place called 
Aberdaran, on the extreme 
western end of the Llelyn (or 
Northern I Peninsula of Wales, 
where we had been lent one of 
those quaint, Httle, stone cot¬ 
tages, happily fully modem¬ 
faced. 


Yale, the founder of Yale Uni¬ 
versity at New Haven. There i* 
Stanley Palace, the oldest apect- 
men of a house of its kind In 
Cheater, and a former residence 
of the Stanleys. It was granted to 
the city for a ' peppercorn rent" 
by the late Earl ot Derby in 1331. 
Rather optimistically, it was for a 
term of 999 years. There is also 
the Falcon Cafe, the Old King's 
Head Hntrl. with Its beautiful 17th 
Century dining room, and the 
<v Rear and Billet Inn with a facade 
dating from 1664. 

We decided to head for a really 
modem place for the night, and 
chose the Qu *en's Hotel. However, 
the Quern referred to was Victoria, 
we found, and it had Jusj. cele¬ 
brated Its centenary. Just the 
same It was solid and comfortable, 
as one might imagine, and a few 
hours of such sightseeing can be 
wonderfully ttrang! And so to bed. 

Leaving this ancient city behind 
us the following morning we 
headed northwards and soon en¬ 
countered heavy traffic, and a 
horrid succession of dismal towns 
from Warrington to Preston. A 
black cloud of smog hung over 
them, and from a distance we 
thought we were running into a 
thunderstorm. The traffic was 
terrible. At Preston we took to 
the new by pass which had been 
opened only the previous winter 
after much hullabaloo. It was 
a four-lane highway of eight 
miles, but only armed to gel us 
to the next bottleneck in shorter 
time The new M I I ha i replaces 
the A-S from London to Binning- 
ham. I hear, anculd really have 
been for something like eight lanes 
Instead of four. There is just too 
much traffic for the roads. 

Lancaster, a bit farther north. 
Is to hive a similar by pass. If it 
la not already In existence, but we 
had to slog through the old rouie 
In the centre of the city. After 
this, though, the traffic is much 
easier and one begins to look for 
ward to the rolling hills of the dis. 
frtet ahead. We went on around 
Morecamhe Bay and the foot of 
Lake Windermere, to end up stay¬ 
ing with relatives In a surprisingly 
modem cottage near the tiny vil¬ 
lage of Bay.iUf near Inversion 
Tltr view across Ihe bay. looking 
back towards Morrcambc and 
Fleetwood, with the distant hills 
of England behind, was as lovely 
as any you could see in most parts 
of this old world. As we watched, 
shrimp carts appeared across the 
drying sands and moved slowly out 
of sight In search of the evening 
catch. 

Here we were Just on the edge 
ol the Lake District, which needs 
no description from me. Suffice 
It to say that the heather was not 
yet tn full bloom, but the small, 
black faced lambs were every 
where about, primroses showed in 
the hedgerows and the narrow 
English lanes sloped steeply down 
to places with names such as Dei 
wenivrater. Windermere and m\ 
own favorite, Conlstonwaier. 
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Passing Into the principality by 
way of Welshpool and Dolgelly 
one encounters several sleep 
climbs, and our small car was often 
down In ihe lowest gear to make 
the one In five grades of the nar 
row. hanked secondary roads. The 
mountains grow higher towards 
the coast and mbit usually shuts 
you tn before reaching the shore 

In any long drive such as this 
you are well advised to plan on 
making good about half the mile 
age that you would think reason 
able In Canada, simply because of 
the many small villages and the 
narrow neat of the roads; but If you 
are on a holiday, why hurry? 

We passed by Uoyd George's 
grave on a lonely hillside and ran 
down to the oeautlful little seaside 
town of Cricdeth where he lived. 
There Is an old. ruined castle sit¬ 
ting out on a promontory right in 
the centre of the town here, and 
small boys are especially welcome. 

The hills get smaller after pass¬ 
ing the vicinity of Snowdonia and 
the number of sheep In the fields 
correspondingly Increases, until 16 
miles beyond Pwllheli, and the end 
of the railway, you come to the 
tiny village of Aberdaran. origin¬ 
ally a Jumping-off place for Ihe 
holy Island of Bardaec Our cot¬ 
tage sat on the top of the cliffs 
overlooking a sandy beach and the 
length of the Irish Sea beyond «nd 
was truly a splendid place to get 
away from It ail. 

On leaving Aberdaran we took 
tltr beautiful north coastal route, 
where the «ea is almost constantly 
tn sight, and tittle sandy beaches, 
difficult of access, line the shore. 
One such beach Is named Whistling 
Sands, because the silica content 
makes for a strange whistling 
sound under the action of the 
waves. 

As you go eastward again, hills 
and pasture land gradually give 
way to the mglter mountain re¬ 
gion about Snowdon. In this part 
ot Wales there ar* plenty of castles 
tn sight, and others un.-ecn nestle 
behind imposing gateways and 
gieat tree", reminder* of the days 
of border warfare. 

Caemaivon Castle Itself Is a 
superb, but empty shell, left to 
stand as a monument to Planlage 
net and .Stuart, but It still provides 
a splendid attraction for the 
camera-carrying tourists. So does 
Conway, where the smallest house 
In Wales tie-lies beneath Hie rock. 

Where the road follows the 
Menat Strait the views are quite 

(age U—Tie Daily I slsat 1, tvuada; 
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lovely on a spring day. but around 
Penmaenmawr and IJantalrlechan 
the coast becomes rocky and grim 
as the highway passes through a 
aeries of tunnel* This is only a 
short bit around the end of tlte 
mountains, however, and ends at 
Llandudno. We bv passed this loo 
popular place and slopped instead 
at the quieter seaside towns of 
Oolwyn Bay and Rhos on Sea We 
found In the last-named a splendid 
modern cafe, overlooking a prom¬ 
enade. but Ihe places were still 
empty, or almost «o. for the season 
doesn't commence until tale June. 

On approaching the city of 
Cheater I could not help but feel 
a little disappointed that lecent ex¬ 
pansion now hid the old view that 
must have delighted the traveller 
of earlier days, for this happens to 
be the only city In England (hat 
still possesses Its ancient walls In 
their entire circuit a promenade 
of about two miles. The old gate¬ 
ways with their towers, draw 
bridges and portcullises have gone 
tong nince. but certain parts ot 
them remain to this day. 

The Romans built the city during 
the last of the First Cimlury A D . 
catting it Devs, and tt still con¬ 
tains substantial portions of lltetr 
handiwork seen principally in the 
tower parts of the walls and In a 
special garden Just outside. Here 
the 20th Legion made their base, 
and there was a works depot at 
nearby Holt. Tlte roads were l.nd 
out along the lour catdinal points 
from ■ central cross, and you still 
pass out of Cheater by way of tlte 
Eastgatc. Bridg gate, llaleigale 
or Northgate. 

King Charles' Tower at the 
BOrtheast corner of I be walls is 
now a museum It was from this 
lower that Charles I witnessed (he

defeat of his forces by the Parlia¬ 
mentary army an Rowion Moor, in 
September of 1645 He subse¬ 
quently retrejled, with 500 horse, 
into Wales, but Chester itself held 
out until the following February. 
Another tower, ihe Water Tower, 
dating from 1322. was built to pro- 
teci the then Port of Chester. 

Tlte Normans took their usual 
active part In tebuilding. and a 
nephew of the Conqueror. Hugh, 
Earl of Chester, built a cathedral 
In 1093 The remains of a still 
earlier Seventh Century ahrine, 
however, may attU be seen behind 
the high altar, "fhus. although 
most of Ihe present structuie U 13, 
14. or 15th Century, you may still 
visit the austere Norman chapel 
ol St Anselm and walk hi the 
Great Cellar ol the 11th Cenlury. 
Tlte Cloisters, tnal we came upon 
by chance, provided an enclosed 
walk surrounding a surprisingly 
lovely and secluded garden. 

The principal architectural fea¬ 
ture of Chester, however, is un¬ 
doubtedly the Rows. Their origin 
is rather uncertain, but It ia 
thought that the Roman remains 
were found to be so extensive 
that when r*ouildlng was first 
started, shops were put up in front 
of them, and 'hen later, when 
others were erected on top of the 
ruins behind, a walk was con¬ 
structed above the lower ones, so 
that now you have a covered 
walk above the ahops at street 
level. 

The interesting buildings within 
the old part at the city are mostly 
Tudor or early Sluan period, and 
all are picturesque To mention 
ju»t a few, there Is God's Provi¬ 
dence House ■ 16521. the only build¬ 
ing untouched by the plague of the 
17th Cenlury; Bishop Lloyd's 
House 116151. whose daughter 
man ted the grandfather of Elihu

calUe, registered for Jonathan Reece and ihe 
"K - on the right loin for Isaac Kipp, boib of 
Chilliwack, or Chilllweyuk as Ihey spelled It 
than. It Is an Indian word meaning "many 
streams." These brands were both recorded on 
February 2, 1870, in New Westminster and 
there have been hundreds of brands registered 
since. 

One serious objection to Ihe recording of 
brands with the nearest government agent was 
that these officials had no ready way of com¬ 
paring their records and so Ihe same brand 
might be registered by different cattlemen in 
various parts of the country. For instam-e, 
“HC connected was recorded Or May 8. 1873, 
for C. J. Cornwall In A t h ct o f I and on 
Ihe same day for J. Clemes. also of Ashcroft. To 
eliminate this confusion a central Brand Rec¬ 
order's office Was established here In Victoria, 
in about 1914. and now such duplications can 
be avoided. This office publishes a B.C. Brand 
Book, a neat little "pocket size'' volume lhal 
grows larger every lime It Is Issued, which Is 
about every four years. The 1928 edition 
showed 1.917 cattle brands and 1.332 horse 
brands: the 1960 edition has grown to include 
3.900 csttle brands and 1.853 for horses. Each 
brand Is carefully drawn, ils position on the 
animal Is Indicated, the owner's name, and how 
many years the brand has to run before it must 
be renewed, which is done every four years 
The famous One Eleven “HI" brand, now used 
by the Douglas Lake Cattle Company, was 
originally registered for Charles Beak on Nov¬ 
ember 23. tXK2. 

, Branding is not Ihe job for an amateur or a 
bungler, it should be done properly or not at all. 

If the hair is too long. Ihe iron can't get 
through it quickly: If the hair is wet with rain, 
there'll he lots of steam and a blotched brand. 

If the iron is not at the right temperature, too 
hot or too cold, you get a poor brand. The Iron 
must lie clean of scale, and the edges sharp and 
clear-cut.

U.S. Biographer Produces 
‘Life’ of Sherlock Holmes 


By JOHN BARK HAM 

Sherlock Holmes fans who pick up 
the newly - published Sherlock Holmes 
Baker Street (Clarkson N. Potter, Inc.) 
may be tempted to leap to the conclusion, 
as I did, that the author, William S. Bar¬ 
ing-Gould, is a Londoner residing not far 
from 221-B Baker Street. Not so. Though 
Mr. Baring-Gould is descended from a dis¬ 
tinguished British family, he Is American 
bom. 

Baring Gould la a name frequently Inscribed 
In the annals ot English literature nf the late 
19th and early 30th centuries. The best-known 
bearer of that name, the Rev. Sabine Bsrrl~r 
Gould, was a Victorian cleric born in 1834 who 
lived to the great age of 90. fathered la chil¬ 
dren. and wrote almost 100 books of all kind*. 

His youngest son came to the United States, 
settled in Minneapolis, became an American 
citizen, and thereafter served as British consul 
In that city. It la his son. William Stuart 
Baring Gould, born and educated in Minne¬ 


apolis, who is the author of th's highly original 
and imaglnalive Sherlock Holmes biography. 

The auihor Is a cheerful bibliophile who 
now lives in Connecticut and enjoys acting in 
amateur theatricals. He met his prolific grand¬ 
father only once, in 1914. when he was barely 
a year old. and remembers nothing of the 
meeting. Nor. in all probability, did his grand¬ 
father. The reverend gentleman once attended 
a paiiy in his own garden and chucked a pretty 
girl under the chin. "Whose little girl are you. 
my dear?” he asked. "Yours, daddy." ahe an¬ 
swered. 

Mr. Baring-Gould (of Connecticut, that isl 
is a promotion executive with Time Inc. He 
rend all the Sherlock Holmes stories as a boy 
and has remained a devoted admirer of Holmes 
ever since. In later, more critical reading he 
became aware of the many discrepancies in 
dates. Conan Doyle left in the stories From 
this arose a desire to produce a Holmes 
Chronology, a work he published In 1955. 

"A friend of mine. Martin Gardner, put out 
a very successful Annotated Altec." continued 
Mr. Baring-Gould, "and it gave me the idea 
of doing an Annotated Sherlock Holmes. This, 
however, would have made too big a book, 
so I have had to put It aside for the time being, 


though I hope to return to ll someday. Instead, 
1 wrote this biography of Holmes." 

It Is a vivid and vigorous "life” full of 
tricky inventions to explain Holmes' quirks 
and talents. Baring-Gould gives him some ex¬ 
perience on the stage In order to explain hia 
adeptness in adopting disguises. "Much of 
Holmes' brilliant career was in fact modeled 
on that of my grandfather,” the author con¬ 
fessed. The book took him eight months to 
write, and he had a great deal of fun doing it. 
Readers, especially those who knows their 
Holmes, will enjoy it no loss. 

Mr. BaringGould deplores the temporary 
eclipse of the true detective story, the kind 
which relira on education rather than violence. 
"John Dickson Carr si'll writes them and. of 
course, those three redoubtable English ladles, 
Margery Allinghatn. Ngalo Marsh and Agatha 
Christie. These stories are much harder to 
write than simple shoot 'em ups I believe 
they're on their way back, and they can't come 
too soon for me.” Or for me. 

His next book is an annotated Mother 
Goose, due next fall, which will give almost 
1,000 versions of the fam'liar rhyme. After 
that? “We'll see.” he said enigmatically, and, 
with a toast to Dr. Watson, we parted.

Huxleys Look at Man and Cod

Gods, to a few of us, and Utopias, to practically all of us. are 
the product of highly imaginative escapism. 

This is hardly surprising: early man, tucked away in his cave 
of darkness, had every reason to dream of something better, like 
a land where there was a little more light or a supernatural being 
w ho might provide it. 

And so, logically, according to Sir Julian Huxley in his scintil¬ 
lating prefatory essay to The Humanist Frame. Man created his 
Gods—from "Our Father Which Art in Heaven" to Brahma, the 
Hindus' God of creation. 

Then theistic religions evolved. 

Evolved, you will note, nol born, for evolution Is the key word In 
Sir Julian's vocabulary, as II is io only a slightly lesser exienl in Ihe 
essavs of ihe other 25 contributor* to this book. 

While lhey Include such outstanding thinkers as Prof Bronowskl, 
Sir Russell Brain. Barbara Woo ton. and Franc's Williams this review 
must corwcntiate on Huxley and his concept of evolutionary humanism. 

Gherman Titov said there were no angels or God In space because 
he believed In man rather than God. Huxley also believes in men raiher 
lhan God. but he doesn’t cast religion straight onlo Ihe scrapheop. 

“Evolutionary man." he write*, "can no longer fake refuge 
from his loneliness by creeping for shelter Into fhe arm* of a 
divinized father-figure vghom he has himself created, nor escape 
from Ihe responsibility of making decisions by sheltering under 
Ihe umbrella of Divine Authority, nor absolve himself from Ihe 
hard task of meeting his present problem* and planning his future 
by relying on the will of an omniscient but unfortunately Inscrut¬ 
able Providence.” 

What does he suggest? That we break Ihe barriers of outdated belier 
systems, use a new pattern of thinking whleh will be evolullon-cenired. and 
orenaize our fragmented ideas anil scattered valuea so that we mav more 
adequately land most optimistically I meet Ihe challenges of super eeten

iesources, ihe preoccupation with the means rather than the ends and 
quantity raiher than quality and Ihe gap between the hues and have m.f*. 

li Is a lad order, lie wants science lo accept certain values of religion 
and religion* themselves lo evolve. 

He urges new Incentives for Individual development not merely a 
lull in population but a diminution of It. and a complete revaluation of the 
Weerein economic svafem. ha*4si at It is on a consumption explosion 

Bui primarily he is concerned with art. science and religion, ami 
especially ihe relationship between Ihe last two. He believes a seirnliltc- 
ally ordered framewors of iheotogv Is Imperative. 

This new religion would not have anv room for supernatural neator* 
or rulers, a supernatural afterlife, such “cruel" doctrines as liial of 
damnation for unbelievers, the Bifate as Ihe Inspired word of God. or 
piesml-day cults which are Ihemaelve* a complete repudiation of scientific 
fact. 

Instead it would be universal, not incompatible with human progiess 
and ihe advance of human knowledge, retain a spirit of awe and revereme, 
and be primarily ronremed with the relations of man with external 
nature and man with man. Above all. It should he dynamic, self ruiis-ei 
Ing. evolving. 

Thia. of course, comes far from Christian humanism let alone Ihe 
superstitions and dogmas of some of the religions which refuse to change. 

ll has one drawback; man himself. Because If it Is only too histor¬ 
ically evidenl that pontiffs are not Infallible. It la equally demonstrable 
ilia) man. through hla evolution as a thinking being during the past 
lli ui) v ears. Is even more Mke»v to err. 

Nevertheless. Huxley’s assay Is exciting reading I have already 
read ll several times. I would say It Is the greatest piece of reasoning 
1 have encountered In the past 10 years. 

And now to Piopta. Alcorn, who has created them before, luma 
this lime to an Indian Ocean Island to show how his particular philosophy 
has ev olved. 

A* a novel this is very slim nonsense, sometimes boring, with a set of 
character* that ate meiely mouthpieces. 

ft is Aldous' humanism, which comes out of those mouth*, which 
really counts. Here we have Paradise but Godlesanes- selection of ihe 
race, ihe use of a kind of harmless Asiatic mraraliite one of ihe few 
piogiessive education proce s se s that has been really efficient, and. most 
ininguingly. a parents’ club for each child rather than the usual couple. 
Thia seems lo me a pursuit of happiness which might well be considered 
by North American adulta. 

Oeraslonallt the spark really flies from one of these ideas, but It 
mtebt have been he*ter to concentrate them la an essay than spread 

them so thinly through fiction. 

Still, let's thank Darwin, for these brilliant brothers, the Huxleys.

IN FAIRYLAND. 

What trill probably become one of Victoria's 
major tourist ttttractions this year — and for many 
years to come — is Alfred Vettersen s recently opened 
I Vooded Wonderland Park. 


The new park ts located at the en¬ 
trance to Beaver Lake Park. Just six 
miles from the city, on Highway 17. 

With the help of his parents, his wife, 
and other workers, all of whom seem to 
have been touched with the magic wand 
Of Inspiration. Alfred has transformed 
three and a half acres of tall timber land 
and stream into a captivating, natural 
woodland wetting for beloved little 
characters of story book fame. 

A fourth-year student at Victoria College, 
Alfred ts president of the Student Council. His 
wife. Dorothy, who teaches school and Is as 
thrilled as her young husband about the Won- 
derland. helps him when she can get time off 
from teaching snd. more important, cares for 
their little daughter, Brenda. 

The idea for the Wooded Wonderland came 
to Alfred when he visited Revclstoke some 
time sgo. 

“They were trying to promote an enchanted 
forest at that time." he told me. “I thought 
then that something of the sort would be 
wonderful for children in Victoria. And K 
could be a contribution >» our centennial year 
as well.’' ' 

Park size Idess usually cost money. Alfred 
hud some of his own which he had worked for 
during school holidays, spare lime, and during 
a two-year absence from college when ha taught 
school at Hedley, B.C. But he needed more. 
Murh more. 

It was only to be expected that his parents, 
Jon and Gladys Petlersen. creative, imagtnalive 
owners and operators of the Jimlny Crickets 
nursery...,and kindergarten on Foul Bay Road, 
would help with the necessary capital (a launch 
Alfred into his flight of fancy. 

He contacted the Hungarian sculptor Elrk 
fmredy. now living In Vancouver, with a view 
to his designing famous storybook characters. 
He called on Victoria's Hazel Jones, whose 
original pottery novelties are well known to 


British Columbians, to supply him with the 
numerous small animals, birds and gnomes 
which are essential in every fairy forest 

Then, with the help of retired logger Jim 
Arrhhold. who can turn his hand to anything, 
and some outside help when necessary, he got 
to work. Sites were cleared for authentic fairy¬ 
tale scene*; bridges were constructed across 
lily points, a soft sawdust path was persuaded 
to angle around the base of towering ever¬ 
greens. and fences were butlt. 

1 first met Alfred Peiterser In his office 
In the stalk of a huge, red toadstool. I liked 
him immediately. His dark good looks, friendly 
manner and unbounded enthusiasm for the 
sort of work he likes to do seem typical of 
preset)I -day college youth. 

After 1 had introduced myself and told him 
the purpose of my visit, he nodded congenially, 
then asked. “Is that your husband out in the 
car? Why don’t you tell him to come in?" 

“You tell him.“ I suggested, not sure what 
Harry's reaction would be to fairytale 
characters. 

But Harry, like others, caught the spirit of 
fantasy as soon as he saw old Humpty Dumpty 
atop his fabled wall just Inside the entrance 
to the park He came over the small bridge 
spanning a lily pond, grinning, and stopped to 
examine the toadstool. 

Alfred pointed.out some of Elek Imredy's 
fibreglass figures which are ail caught in the 
traditional poses and backgrounds of the 
familiar stories. 

We stopped before a scene of Jack and Jill 
In the act of tumbling down the hill; the Ugly 
Troll, who refused to allow three little billy- 
goats to cross the bridge he owned and-was 
finally bunted off by the largest billygoat. 
From his sprawled position in the pool below, 
the Troll's facial expression is ludicrous. 

We moved on to Peter, Peter. Pumpkin 
Eater. 

I wasn’t sure I could remember the scenes 
without a prompter, but they all came back. 

There was Mary and her little lamb; several 
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by Chapman.

real, live bunnies; some of Hazel Jones’ pottery 
gnomes flashing their fishing rods in a shaded 
pool. 

A scene from The Three Bears is perhaps 
one of the best in the collection. The little 
golden haired girt. Goldilocks, peers in through 
a window of the bears’ house, which is beauti¬ 
fully Constructed. The two big bears and wee, 
little bear have Just gone out the front door 
and are stroll lag away unawara of their un¬ 
invited guest. 

A lovely doll In a cradle suspended In mid¬ 
air with ribbon Imped over the arched bough of 
a tree tells the story of Rock a Bye Baby.

It was fun We walked slowly along the 
path to other fairytale scenes as fascinating as 
thoae we had passed. The characters were so 
colorful ,° lifelike, I wanted to poke them to 
see if they jumped.

had hidden himself behind tail fems; curious 
Utile gnomes peered out at us from unex¬ 
pected places. 

No need to recall those poignant lines;

Time-past with Its remembered warmth and 
securhy. and fairytale characters precious to 
mlldren the world over, rushed to meet time- 
preaent as if the Intervening years had never 
happened.

In the name of pro¬ 
gress, adults, in my age group at least, have 
been hurled rhrnueh this cenfurv at such a hor- 
rtbie and bewildering rale that an unexpected 
pause in fairyland is as spiritually exhilarating 
as a gentle touch of Grace.
